Twice the diameter of the seed Is 
a direction often given 
as 
to the 
depth it should be planted, but some 
seeds are so small they don't seem 
io have any appreciable diameter, so 
this direction is not valuable. 
It is 


not a hard and fast rule to be follow­ 
ed. 
The finer the seed the lighter 
should be Its covering, 
and 
in the 
finest 
and 
pow'dery 
seeds 
they 
should merely be sprinkled upon the 
surface of the soil and gently pres­ 
sed into it. 
In light sandy soils deeper cover­ 
ing is necessary than in heavy clayey 
ones. Also conditions of climate and 
temperature have considerable to do 
with the depth of planting. 
In the cool, moist days of spring 
lighter planting is necessary than in 
the hot summer days when a deeper 
planting is required to secure germi­ 
nation without the tender sprouts be­ 
ing shriveled by the heat and dry­ 
ness of the soil. 
The following list will give an ex­ 
cellent idea of the depth at which it 
is advisable to plant vegetable seeds 
for their best germination, soil and 
climatic conditions being taken into 
consideration: 
One to one and #ne-half inches— 
Asparagus, beets, 
encumbers, mel­ 
ons. 
One-half to one inch—Onions, par­ 
snips, radishes, salsify, tomatoes. 
One and one-half to two inch***.— 
Beans, watermelons, okra. 
One to two inches—Watermelons, 
squashes, spinach. 
One-half 
inch—Cabbage, 
carrot, 
cauliflower, celery, collards, turnips, 
lettuce. 
Two inches or more—Corn.

KEEPING RECORD 
ON POULTRY FLOCKS 


Commencing the first of last No­ 
vember, fifteen poultry raisers 
in 
Pettis county have 
been keeping 
monthly records of 
their flocks. 
These records have included the 
number of hens, number of eggs ga­ 
thered per day and the cost of feed. 
At the end of each month each co­ 
operator mails a report to th county 
agent’s office, showing the cost for 
each dozen eggs received during the 
month and the average number of 
eggs laid per hen per month. In turn, 
a report is mailed back to each co­ 
operator of his standing with the 
other cooperators. During the month 
of November Mrs. J. A. Schleusing 
led with 8.5 eggs per hen per month. 
For the following 
months as fol­ 
lows: 
December, William Hoffman 7.5 
eggs. 
January, Mrs. G. 
A. 
Gross, 
10.9 
eggs. 
February, Mrs. Odis Nowlin, 14,59 
eggs. 
These people have all been feeding 
a balanced ration 
to their flocks 
Each report mailed in has shown a 
profit of their flock. This is attribu­ 
ted to the fact that probably each 
flock was culled last fall and 
that 
they have been feeding a balanced 
ration of bran mash properly balan­ 
ced with grain. There is a tendency 
at this time of the year for people to 
discontinue the feeding of their poul­ 
try flocks, especially the bran mash. 
If the flock is being kept for 
the 
money that they will make you this 
is certainly inadvisable. 
The bran 
mash is very essential if you are go­ 
ing to get a maximum number 
of 
eggs from your flock. 
Anyone who wishes to 
join the 
poultry cooperators of Pettis county 
is invited to do so. 
This 
work is 
conducted without 
expense 
to the 
the cooperators and is being done to 
further advance the interest of poul­ 
try raising.

THE DAY AFTER. 


It would be more or less unseemly to 
express jubilation over the results of the 
city election, however much one may feel 
inclined to do so. 
That it was a democratic 
Victory there can be no doubt because, af- 
±er considering all the elements entering 
into it and giving each due credit for what­ 
ever influence it exerted on the vote, the 
jfact remains the substantial majorities ob­ 
tained indicate clearly, that, in the final 
analysis, party 
division 
predominated in 
bringing about the results. 
* 
A study of the figures and their relation 
to the various issues brought out in the 
cam paign are interesting. 
First and fore­ 
most they show very conclusively that re­ 
publicans, both white and black, were in­ 
tent upon administering a rebuke to those 
leaders who were responsible for the influ­ 
ence and powder of “Jim" Ellis in the party 
councils. 
The negro voters— the self re­ 
spect 
ones— demonstrated 
this 
strongly 
and especially in the Ellis precinct where 
Hatton received 844 votes to Weinrich’s 
248, a majority of 96, while the blance of 
the democratic ticket received but from 39 
to 55 votes. 
Indeed the first ward as a 
whole gave strong exhibition of this revolt. 
Normally this ward is republican by over 
500 and hasn’t gone democratic for years, 
yet yesterday Hatton carried it by a ma­ 
jority of 470 over Weinrich. 
This was 
clearly a protest over 
the 
actions of the 
party leaders in the Ellis matter. 
It is hard to estimate just what influence 
was exerted by the Pettis County Law En­ 
forcement League. 
This organization se­ 
lected a ticket from among the various can­ 
didates of both parties and furnished each 
member with it together with an appeal for 
each to vote it, declaring that if the mem­ 
bers did not “This League is doomed.” 
The results however show that the mem­ 
bers did not vote the 
League 
ticket as a 
unit. 
Mr. Weinrich, 
who 
headed 
the 
ticket lost, as did T. W. Harris and W. H. 
Russ. Undoubtedly the League ticket had 
some effect upon the candidacy of others. 
This was especially true as regards Miss 
Nell Harris, democratic candidate for city 
m 
w 
treasurer. There is no question but that the 
League defeated her. She ran a very strong 
race in all the wards in the city with the 
exception of the negro strongholds where 
she received but the 
regular 
party vote, 
which was of course small. 
Had she not 
been opposed by the League 
she 
would 
have received her party vote in the wards 
that are democratic and where the League 
is strongest, but having this opposition she 
was defeated by Miss Letts. 
There is much criticism over the action 
of 
the 
League 
in 
thus 
discriminating 
against Miss Harris. 
It is felt generally 
that when, as in this case, there could have 
been no legitimate reason, from a law en­ 
forcement 
standpoint, 
to 
prefer one of 
these young ladies over the other, those in 
charge of selecting the ticket should have 
either placed both names upon it, or left 
both off. 
It was a cruel injustice to Miss 
Harris and entirely uncalled for. 
There never was a quieter election or a 
more honest one as far as the election it­ 
self is concerned. 
Voters cast their ballots 
as their own wills dictated and they were 
honestly counted. 
The new system was a 
success in every way and promises much 
for the purity of the ballot in future elec­ 
tions. 


ANOTHER EUROPEAN CRISIS. 


Europe’s recurring crises no longer ex­ 
cite us, because they have been so numer­ 
ous, yet we have to take note of them and 
some Time or other we may have to take 
action. 
A new one is now looming up. The 
German chancellor has rejected in the most 
forthright and emphatic way the program 
of the allied reparations commission, which 
requires Germany to levy additional taxes 
and submit to allied control of her finances. 
All the German factions except the com­ 
munists back the 
chancellor 
in his stand 
and there seems to be no bluff on the part 
of any of them. Germany has balked. 
This means either that the allies must 
change their demands or else 
that 
force 
must be employed to break 
the 
German 
will. 
This, in turn, revives the conflict be­ 
tween the French philosophy of coercion 
of Germany and the British policy of mod­ 
eration. 
The French will oppose a soften­ 
ing of the demands, the British will oppose 
the line of force. 
The official 
American 
view 
of what 
ought to be done is unquestionably much 
nearer to the 
British 
view 
than 
to the 
French 
This 
country, 
moreover, has a 
good deal at stake and for very practical 
reasons does not want to see European re­ 
habilitation further delayed by a new in­ 
vasion of Germany. 
Perhaps it was in an­ 
ticipation of the situation 
which 
has now 
arisen that the 
administration 
let it be 
known the other day that it favored Amer­ 
ican representation in the reparations com­ 
mission. 
If we had a representative there 
we could make our views known and exert 
a powerful influence for 
their 
adoption. 
But it is a question whether the senate will 
permit the appointment of an American 
commissioner in time to help.

According 
to 
figures 
carefully 
and 
boastfully fathered by a reliable New York 
contemporary, seventy thousand people in 
little old N ew York in one day attend con­ 
certs, operatic performances, lectures and 
recitals, visited museums, galleries and li­ 
braries. 
Within easy distance by rail or 
motor or boat from 
these 
concert halls, 
opera houses, libraries, galleries and mu­ 
seums, live 7,000,000 people. 
That is to 
say, one person in every hundred in New 
York once a day patronize some form of in­ 
tellectual diversion— the other ninety and 
nine are out on the primrose path; or, as 
the old saying used to declare, are “out on 
the hills away, away 
from 
the gates of 
gold.” 
These lines are written in a town of ap­ 
proximately ten thousand. 
The average 
daily attendance at the city library is 267; 
an exhibit of Beneker’s pictures draw 348 
people a day; 
and 
one 
night 
recently, 
“ Miss Lulu Bett,” which received the Puti- 
lizer prize for the best American drama in 
1921, a highbrow show if ever there was 
one, drew out 974 people. 
On the New 
York average 
of one to every 
available 
hundred in range by motor or rail, that lit­ 
tle western town should have over 140,000 
people, which is more 
people 
than 
live 
within fifty miles of the town. 
If New 
York’s brow was as high on its forehead as 
the average western town’s, it would be 
baldheaded to its heels. 
Here one person 
in every eight goes to some form of intel­ 
lectual diversion, and New York brags her 
teeth loose because 
one 
person 
in every 
hundred is not out hooch-hunting, crime- 
waving, or overstuffing interior arrange­ 
ments with corporal or mental staple and 
fancy groceries, drugs, paints and oils, un­ 
dertakers’ sundries, Freudian notions and 
other characteristic fare. 
As a matter of fact, on her own showing, 
New York is a low-brow town— so low, in 
fact that she can dry her tears with her 
Adam’s apple!
